6 364 422, and that the use of a thermoplastic resin 
composition containing 2.5 to 8.0% by weight of a 
thermoplastic elastomer and 97.5 and 92% by weight of tungsten 
powder in U.S. Patent No. 6 364 422 and Japanese Patent 
Application 11-234419, the Japanese priority application of 
U.S. Patent No. 6 364 422, was based solely on our disclosure 
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of the subject matter described in the application Serial No. 
09/973 64 6 and the entitled BALANCE WEIGHT FOR VEHICLE WHEEL 
was invented independently by the inventors of U.S. Patent No. 
6 364 422.
